The Pennsylvania Railroad has re- 


cently built a monster engine with which 
it hag been believed to be_ practical to 
make the trip from New Yoik by Pitts- 
burgh, 441 miles, in ten hours. The 
Pittsburgh Commercial gives the follow- 
ing details of the first attempt, which 
proicd unsuccessful on account of an 
accident: 


"The train left the depot in Jersey 


City at 7 o'clock on th« morning of the 
Sth. It consisted of two passenger 
coaches and one baggage csr, drawn by 
the monster engine No. 373. The bag- 
gage car was divided into two compart- 
ments — ore for coal and the other for 
water. The coal was filled in sucks am! 
tho water in hogsheads. About 150 
bushels o' cord were provided for the 
trip from Xew York to Pittsburgh. On- 
ly about four hogsheads of water were 
taken on board, as most of the water 


ipply wns obtained from the troughs 
ong the route without stopping. The 
larty consisted of General Manager 
'rank Thomas and other officials, in 
11 numbering about 10U. The crews 
esignated to run the train on the dif- 
erent divisions were sent to New York 


day or two before its 
departure. 


; being the intention to make the run 
•ithout ranking a stop. The distance 
rom New York to Pittsburgh being 444 
miles, the average speed required would

"The train reached Philadelphia at 


6.13A.M., the time prescribed by the 
pecial schedule.
